New York, Feb, 31.—H. C. Ballis,
of Ashbory Park, N, J., after having
endured 1mprisonment for more than
five months in Marscaibo, Venesuala,
has returned howme to press a olaim for
$50,000 damsges through the United
Hiates government sgaiost the South
Amerioan republic.

Mr. Bullis was appointed mechani-
cul and electrioal engineer of the Mara-
caibho Electric Light Company two
years ngo. In a political uprising he
waa compelled to olimb » telegraph
pols wnd seek protection under an
American flag, which be tied to the

pale.

The poliee last Anogst found a quan-
gity of ammunition in the slectrio plang
with which Mr, Bullis was connsoted,
and he was arrested, charged, as be
pupposed, with being in league with the
ravolutionists. He declared his inno-
gencs, but repeated appeals to the
American consnl were anbeeded, The
authorliles, beiteving he had no friends,
cansed his removal toa military prison,
where bo wue kept five months inoom-
munieado. Mr. Bullis smuggled a lot-
ter to the American minister and in 24
hours afterwards the Venssuelanu gov-
eroment complied with a peremptory
demand for his release.

Tolal Colleclions In That Period Were 399,
689.03—Only $68,739.30 Has Been

deluleation of $30,049.75 is the sub-
stanne of the roport made by the jolot
comittes appointed to examine the
books and agcounts of the state Jand
departruent, The alleged misappro.
pristion ocourred in 1804 and 1895,
under the administration ol George W.
Davis, as clerk of the board. It ap-
pears that the shortage was effected in
various mmonnots, by taking credit
twice for one puyment of money, or by
altering the book sntries sojs fo oredit
the clerk with more money than he
had paid. In some cases it is barely
posible that an innocent ervor was
committed, while in others there isa
plain amlteration of the books by eras-
ing one set of figures and writing in
others

The committes found no errors in
the necounts of the present sdministra-
tion, and so reports.

April 7, 1900, to the Philippine com-
mission, divecting the commission to
sudeavor to inveatigate the land title
of religious orders and o endeavor to
afford jurtice and to settle these in &
manner to safeguard property rights
and equities, It is added that no one
in behalf of the United Ftates gavern-
ment bas entered into any obligation
other than that set omt in the pence
treaty in regard to these lands, nor has
any policy been announced. The com-
mission has stated the result of its in-
quiries under this instroction in its re-
port, especially in the sab-divisions
entitled, **the [riars,"’ “poblio lands,"'
sand ‘““land titles and registration."'
The commission has especislly investi-
gated the San Jose college claim, and
reforred it to the supreme const of the
islands.

purt of the Mitchell push. On the
final bullut Mitehell had 46 votes and
Corbett 29. The senator roceived A
minority of the Democratic votes, and
thess, with tbe accessions from the
Corbett forces wers sufficient to elecs
bim,
The hands of the elock had alieady

from the lobby. The first deserter from
the Corbett ranke was Hemenway, of
Lane. On the previous voll oall
Mitchell had bad 84 votes and Corbett
86. When his pame was reached

elect a senator,
Mit bell. Colvig followed him
the Hermann ranks, then came Senator
Ma:stors, of Douglas, then Thompson,
of Umatiila, Benators Dimmick,

that time had & majority of the Repub-
lican votes. There wers lond cries of
“Yea,"" and noisy counter erjes of *‘No'*
from the Corbett vanks. Bott boui-
tated for 8 moment and then responds
ed, “Well, it makes no difference, |
change to John H, Mitchell." Mitch-
ell now had 456 votes, within one of the
goal. About this time the Maltnomah
delegation got around Representative
Schumunn, who had on the 21st hallos
changed from Beunett to Mr. Oorbett,
and demanded that he prevent a dead-
lock. While the push was wrestling
with the obstinate German-Ameriean
from Multnomah, Mattoon finally
yielded to the importunities of bis
friends und arose and changea bis vote
to Mitchell.

President Fulton appointed Brow-
noll, Roberts and H. A. Emith, of
Multmrmah, & commitéss to escort the
newly elected United States senasor in-
to the assembly hall, and amid wild
oheering, waving of hats, umbrellas
and caves, Mr. Mitchell made bia
appearance. He was met and econ-
gratulated by Mr. Fulton.
